Post here to preserve the lines 
of the old arch solely for senti- 
mental reasons."

blazen those words of sentiment 
"Welcome Home." 
It was thia 


idea that crystallized 
into 
the 


building1 of the present arch with- 
in a week's time at a cost of less 
than $500. 


Arch Is Symbol 


The many years that the Lincoln 


Highway was rquted. through Dix- 
on' served to enhance the 'dignity 
of ths arch, for the visitors driv- 
ing through the 
city 
identified 


Dixon as the town in Illinois with 
the arch. No other community in 
the State traversed by the Lin- 
coln Highway had an arch span- 
ning its thorofare. 
Today the 


arch stands a* a symbol with an 
attachment all of its own. 


In the winter of 1944 Dixon 


Post No. 12, American Legion con- 
ceived the idea of perpetuating 
the arch as a memorial to those 
men of World War I and n who 
gave their lives for their country 
They realized* that the arch was 
structurally unsound and 
woulc 


have to be torn down and replaced

southwest Saturday and Sunday, killing nine persons and injuring 
almost 100. 


Damage was roughly estimated at $2,000,000. 
Mississippi and Louisiana, were hit by tornadic winds yesterday. 


Twisteis struck in Oklahoma and Texas Saturday. Western Kansas 
also received minor damage Saturday. 


Oklahoma took the worst beat- 


ing. Sixteen tornadoes struck in 
widely scattered parts of the state, 
causing five deaths. Approximately 
75 persons were injured, with at 
least 50 being hurt in the vicinity 
of Norman, Okla. Norman is the

Washington, May 2—(AP)—The 


supreme court today rejected for 
the second time an Illinois plea 
that it order the release of life- 
termer Tony Marino. 


When Marino was 18 he was 


sentenced to life in the killing of 
an aged janitor. 
He has served 


23 years. 
Last year he appealed 


to the supreme court and won a 
decision that constitutional rights 
had been denied him. The supreme 
court sent the case back to Judge 
William R. Dusher of the Winne- 
bago country circuit court with 
instruction to "take proceedings" 
conforming with its ruling. 


Attorney 
General George 
F. 


Barrett of Illinois understood this 
Lo require release of Marino on 
the old sentence and a new trial. 
But Judge Dusher refused to re- 
lease Marino. Barrett asked the 
supreme court to order Marino's 
release, but this first request was 
denied last March. 


Judge Dusher then held a hear- 


ing and last April decided again 
against Barrett's contention that 
Marino should be released on ha- 
beas corpus papers. 
Barrett then 


appealed to the supreme court to 
review this second refusal.

amendment giving employers 
the same right to discuss la- 
bor issues with their employes 
that unions have. 


The speaker made it clear 


to reporters he was talking 
for himself and not for the 
president.

However, 
there are a few elements which 
are bound to be regretful. Out- 
standing among them are the hun- 
dred* of prince* who have lost 
their throne* since India was 
granted independence nearly two 
year* ago, and now see the sever- 
ing of the last tie with the im- 
perial "glories" of the past. 


Since India gained her freedom 


the native principalities and their 
ruler* have come under control of 
the New Delhi government. Even 
the Nizam of Hyderabad, reputed 
to be the world's richest man and 
sovereign of the greatest stale in 
India, has had to bow to the new 
era. The fate of the big state of 
Kashmir alone remains unsettled 
pending a plebiscite among the 
people to see whether they prefer 
to join Hindu India or the neign- 
. boring Moslem Dominion of PakiB- 
tan. 


It i* well that these princes 


ahould go, for they are anachron- 
ism* which have no place in this 
atomic age of ours. Still one can 
understand the fellings of poten- 
tates, some of whom were link* in 
be jeweled dynasties reaching back 
many hundreds of years. 


The story of the princes forms 


on* of the striking pages of his- 
tory. .The pomp and splendor sur- 
rounding them had to be seen to 
be believed. I saw much of it at 
one time or another, for I was a 
guest in the palaces of some of 


government and fifteen shillings in 
the pound for his majesty."

It Was Cultivated 


And don't let anybody teU you 


that the British government didn't 
cultivate this reverence for the 
crown among the princes.

There was a striking illustration j 
of this during the imperial coro- j 
nation Durbar in New Delhi in 1911 j 
for George V and Queen Mary. 


This coronation went the limit 


for pomp and splendor. The king- 
emperor and -his queen occupied 
the thrones on a. lofty dias and 
there received the humble obeis- 
ances of the princes. The Mahara 
jaha had to mount a long flight 
of steps and, having dutifully bent j 
to knee, back away from the im- j 
perial presence. 
Backing from . 


royalty gracefully and in correct ! 
form is no cinch, as you who have 
tried it will agree. I've had the 
experience, and felt like an old 
side-wheel steamer trying to sidle 
into its berth. 


Well, one of the great princes 


came a cropper. That was th£ 
late Gaekwar of Baroda. His 
highness not only was carrying a 
small cane (thereby violating the 
sacred code (but having made his 
abeisance he didn't withdraw cor- 
rectly. 
He turned his back on 


their majesties too soon. 


He Was Nervous 


The Gaekwar later said he was 


overcome by nervousness. 
How- 


ever, the government put him in 
the dog-house, so to speak, for 
several years as punishment. He 
was denied cherished prerogatives 
by the Viceroy. 


So you see the new agreement, 


under which India doesn't recog- 


ed one viceregal function in New 
Delhi which fairly blazed with mil- 
lions of dollar* worth of gems 
worn by forty of India's princes. 


Homage to King 


Many of the ruler* had the power

Scuttling of Super Carrier Plans 


Should Have Been Given Explanation 


Has this country saved $183,000,000 in the decision to 


cancel the super-carrier United States, or has it lost a vital 
component of its future defense forces? That is the biggest 
and least discussed question in all the storm that the can- 
cellation stirred up. And it seems to us that most people 
would like to know as nearly as possible whether it was a 
good or bad move, and why. 


In his letter of resignation, Navy Secretary Sullivan com- 


plained that Defense Secretary Johnson had not consulted 
him in the final decision. But it hardly seems possible that 
the Navy went unheard in the matter. The carrier was first 
proposed in 1945. Since then the Navy must have had abun- 
dant opportunity to say all it had to say about the need for 
the giant vessel. 


The Air Force likewise has had a chance to make a case 


against it. There has been talk about Air Force "pressure" 
behind the move to stop construction on the carrier. How 
sound was the reasoning behind this 'pressure?" The coun- 
try, we believe, would be more interested in the arguments 
than in the technique of presenting them. 


Some members of congress have complained that the 


president is obliged to spend the money that the legisla- 
ture appropriates, and that he is exceeding his authority 
by refusing to do so in this case. But congress can hardly 
argue at this late date that all its appropiations are wise and 
necessary. 
There is nothing sacred about a congressional decision-to 


spend a few hundred millions if the spending is not needed. 
The important thing is whether congress or the defense de- 
partment has more logic on its side. 


The whole controversy reveals a type of thinking that is 


unhappily typical of Washington. It is thinking bounded 
by the confines of the District of Columbia. Prestige and 
authority are the great interests at stake. The national wel- 
fare, so far as the public can discover, is a minor issue, if 
not a forgotten one. 


The carrier decision was an example of unification with 


a vengeance. Yet it may be wondered if it did not represent 
a jump from one extreme to the other. Until Mr. Johnson 
took over there had been entirely too much bickering and 
jealousy among the three services. Now we find one man 
having the final word, which is right and necessary. But his 
final word carried with it no explanation. 


The public should not ask the defense department to re- 


veal its thinking on matters of'top strategy. Nor should it 
expect any of the experts to be able to give a definite yes 
or no on whether a super-carrier would be a sitting duck 
or an indispensable weapon in the event of future war. 


But there must have been earnest and detailed discussion 


of the matter among the chiefs of staff, the services sec- 
retaries, Mr. Johnson and the president. 
Surely some of 


the pros and cons could be revealed to the people who, after 
all, have a considerable stake in military decisions. 


We are all for unification of policy, operation and public 


statement in the defense department. At the same time we 
should hate to see this unification include a sort of peace- 
time military censorship in which, as in the case of the car- 
rier, decisions of national interest are summoned in two terse 
sentences, with no ifs. ands or buts.

The only thing about the feminine 
contour that has remained un- 
changed since Cleopatra's day is 
the shoulder. (Eds. note: It is as 
cold as ever). 


More Billowv 


Researchers of the CBAA have 


discovered the American woman of 
today is no longer the wasp-waist- 
ed stringbean of yore. She's more 
billowy than willowly. 


Put in terms of a mathematical 


formula, the average woman now 
is 5 feet 3 inches tall and weighs 
133 pounds. She has a 35 ^i-inch 
bust, 29-inch waist and 38-inch 
hips. 


At least these are the typical 


measurements of the women who 
buy foundation garments. And 85 
per cent of those over 15 years of 
age do. 


The farmer's daughter is short- 


er and wider at the beam than 
her city sister. And the rich girl 
has a scrawnier chassis than the 
working lass. 


One survey showed that only 


about one out of 13 women has 
the classic maesurement—a "per- 
fect 36." 


A "Figure" Problem 


Perhaps this helps explain the 


Corset and Brassier Association's 
contention that 55,000,000 Amer- 


ican women figure they have a 
figure problem and do something 
about it. 


But women weren't the first to 


worry about their shapes. A god- 
dess started it. Homer wrote of 
how Juno, the Queen of Olympus, 
borrowed a girdle from Venus, the 
Goddess of Love. 
Juno thought 


the girdle would cause her hus- 
band, Jupiter, to become more at- 
tentive. 


The idea has grown down the 


ages. 


Now some 300 American firms, 


employing more than 17,000 per- 
sona, each year turn out 100,000,- 
000 brassieres, 5,000,000 "falsies" 
or bust pads, and 41,000,000 gir- 
dles and corsets. 


The girdle, incidentally, was in- 


vented by a man—probably the 
caveman. He wore a gauntlet of 
fur to hold his hunting weapons. 


Men also have been about as 


stoutly devoted to corsets as the 
ladies. 
The first known use of 


the term "corset" is in the house- 
hold register of Eleanor, Countess 
of Leicester, in May 24, 1265. The 
corsets were made for Richard, 
the king of the Normans, and his 
son, Edward. 


In the days of England's good 


Queen Bess a 13-inch waist was 
in high style, and the only com- 
fortable ladies were female mid- 
gets. At the court of Elizabeth De 


Medici women achieved this de- 
gree of compression by wearing 
corsets made of thin steel plates. 
A girl who ate an extra olive at 
dinner while dressed in this con- 
traption ran the risk of springing 
her hinges. 


Corsets Were Barred 


This fashion became such a 


rage on the continent that in 1559 
Emperor Joseph of Austria issued 
an edict forbidding the use of cor- 
sets in nunneries and places where 
young girls were educated. This 
had about the effect you'd ex- 
pect. The girls simply laced their 
bootleg corsets tighter. 


In the 18th century European 


families of quality even began 
dressing their children in corsets. 
They were supposed to help young 
boys gain a military bearing. One 
can only wonder how many more 
battles'Gen. U- S. Grant might 
have won in a corset with a two- 
way stretch. 


Today the industry's best cus-

needs of Illinois include 11,000 
more general hospital beds, 2,000 
beds 
for^ tuberculosis patients, 


25,000 beds for the mentally ill, 
and 13,000 beds for cases of 
chronic diseases and long-term 
convalescence. 


He listed as among unsolved 


threats to present day society: 
chronic diseases, alcoholism, ven- 
ereal diseases, poliomyelitis, in- 
fluenza and undulant fever, air 
pollution, new diseases like "Q" 
fever and rickettsialpox, and new 
dangers from radioactive isotopes 
and chemicals in industry. 


"With relation to these dis- 


eases," he said, "we are today in 
about the same relative position 
as that first group of public health 
officers who, before the turn of 
the century, boarded the train and 
rode down to Cairo to size up the 
yellow fever situation."

If anything, old Phineas appears 


to have been a trifle conservative. 


* For Ernest C. Blanche says this 
country has 50,000,000 who like to 
bet, and therefore are suckers. 


Blanche is chief statistician for 


the logistics division of the army 
general staff, and his latest book 
came out today. Its title: "You 
Can't Win." (Public Affairs Press, 
Washington, ?2). 


It has nothing to do with logis- 


tics, but has everything to do with 
Blanche's hobby: 
Studying the 


odds on almost every conceivable 
gamble.' 


His conclusions: 
1. Most gambling games 
are 


crooked. 


2. Even when they're honest, the 


odds are such that, over any per- 
iod of time, the better can't possi- 
bly win. 


Take cards, a game which man 


has been playing—and losing—for 
thousands of years.
